The words “ Urban,” “ Rural,” or “ Metropolitan”? must be inserted in the appropriate space in the heading, 


according as the District is Urban or Rural, or is within the Metropolitan Area. 


The “ Localities” adopted for the purpose of these statistics should be areas of known population ; such as
